In your paper of yesterday there ap­ 
peared an article headed. ‘Regarding 
Wiring of Walverman 
Block.’ 
I wish 
to make this statem ent in regard to this 
matter. 
Mr. C. B. W hite did come to 
me and asked me how m uch it would 
cost to wire the building. 
I, of course, 
had to know what was wanted before I 
could make an estimate so I asked Mr. 
W hite how many lights and what kind 
he wanted. 
Mr. W hite then told me 
th a t it would take sixty two outlets, or 
th a t many 10-candle power lamps for 
the whole building. 
Now this was very 
easy. 
I figured it would not take over 
40 amphore.-, the actual figures being M2 
ampheres. 
This would require No. 
l l 
B. A S. gauge wire, two circuits to a 
store, and No. 6 B. Ar, S. gauge wire to 
feed them from the outside. 
“Now when I came over to wire this 
building Mr. W hite asked mo what 
it 
would cost to put two arc lights in each 
store. 
T h e n he drew a plan of how he 
wanted the wiring done, and besides the 
two are lights he wanted 
the building 
wired for five in each store in c a se they 
would be used. 
Not only this b u t the 
plans showed besides the arc lamps 155 
places for Id c an dle power lamps, mak 
ing the wires carry 165 am pheres instead 
of M2 as was first stated. 
W h en I found 
this o u t I could not use the wire I first 
figured on. 
“I consequently had to order a wire of 
another size, and of course the bigger 
the wire the more is the weight and 
cost. 
I did not go to Mr. W h ite and 
explain this because 
I 
th o u g h t 
he 
would understand th a t m uch himself. 
“ In regard to the wood screws, one 
gross of 2 in. No. 8 cost 22 cents per 
gross. 
I know this b u t Mr. W hite has 
always charged the city Mo cents which 
is the retail price. 
Also if Mr. W hite 
will please look once more at the bill I 
sent to City Clerk 
Low he will find 5 
gross 2 in. No. 8 and I gross 2U in. No. 
12 screws.

It would be a nice thing for the city to 
purchase screws at Mo cents per gross 
and sell them for 22 cents per gross. 
The city has purchased screws in this 
city for three and one half years at re­ 
tail prices.

Sal** of deer, moose and caribou pro­ 
hibited at all times. 
Big game hunters must hold license. 
Fee. for residents of Minnesota, 81; for 
non residents, 825. 
Licenses issued by 
county auditors to residents; by game 
and fish commission to non residents. 
Moose, deer or caribou, when lawfully 
killed, may be had in possession five 
days after close of open season. 
Residents are allowed to ship three 
deer, one moose, one caribou, twenty- 
five birds and fifty pounds of fish during 
tho season. 
Non residents allowed to ship two 
deer, other game same as resident sport- 
men. 
No shooting allowed in any state park 
or within half a mile outside its boun­ 
daries.
